IRISH CIVIL SERVICE 


CHASE IN DUBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


Leningrad and Rostov had failed to 
materialise; and even Britons of a 
cautious outlook began to conceive 
that the war might not be fought 
to its finish upon English soil after 
all. Now, with the swing of the 
pendulum from one extreme to the 
other, a new and startling concep- 
tion has made itself manifest in the 
British mind, and receives full 
outlet in the cross-Channel] Press. 
The widely prevailing theory is that. 
if invasion occurs at all, it will 
not be an invasion of Britain by 
Germany, but an invasion of Ger- 
many—or, at least, of German- 
occupied territory—by Britain and 


her allies. English newspapers are 


not so common on this side of the 
Irish Sea as they used to be; but 
virtually every day the prospects of 
a ‘‘ second front ” on the European 
continent are canvassed at length 
in all the journals. Inevitably, 
they differ. Some newspapers, 
following the lead of Lord Beaver- 
brook, are hotly in favour of 
“striking recklessly’’ on the 
earliest possible occasion; others 
weigh the pros and cons of a second 
front with judicial care; many 
counsel caution, arguing that such 
matters best are left to the Govern- 
ment and the General Staffs without 
interference by unskilled and hot- 
headed critics; but all alike discuss 
the “second front’ not as a vague 
possibility in some remote future, 
but as practical strategy. Again, 
they differ in their notions of the 
form that the second front ought to 
take. Some—the most ambitious— 
plump for the despatch of a huge 
expeditionary force to occupied 
France, the nearest country to 
Britain, and consequently the most 
convenient for such an effort. 
Others would have Mr. Churchill 
direct his blow against Italy. Others 
again, comparatively modest, believe 
that landings in Norway would stand 
the strongest chance of success and 
would cause immense trouble to the 
Germans. Yet a fourth point of 
view is that Britain’s huge reservoir 
of trained men ought to be employed 
against the Japanese, while the 
Russians continue to hold the fort 
in Europe. 

There is no smoke without fire- It 
is certainly a fact that within the 
last month or two Great Britain has 
been adopting offensive tactics on an 
increasing scale. Her bombing raids 
against German ports and centres of 
war industry, such as Rostock and 
Liibeck, have been unprecedentedly 
heavy, and are known to have 
inflicted severe damage. Even more 
interesting, and perhaps more signi- 
ficant, are the regular raids—some- 
times by small parties. of men, 
sometimes by comparatively large 
numbers, supported by the resources 
of the Royal Navy and Royal Air 
Force—against objectives on the 
French coast. Many of these 
** commando ” raids appear to have 
little more than a ‘‘ nuisance value,” 
although others, such as the famous 
attack upon St. Nazaire, have been 
of great and immediate service to 
Britain and her allies. Nevertheless, 
even the smallest of the raids must 
have its purpose, and it is possible 
to speculate on the strategy that 
underlies them. At the least cal- 
culation, they keep the Germans 
guessing ; for nobody on the Continent 
knows where a commando will strike 
next, and the Germans must main- 
tain perpetual vigilance, and- must 
station valuable troops, along the 
whole extent of a long coast-line*~a 
coast-line that stretches from Biarritz 
to Petsamo.

Soho in W ar Time 


A visit to London in war time 
brings many surprises but-—remem- 
bering the -internments during the 
1914-18 struggle—I did not expect to 
find Soho, the international quarter, 
so gay and crowded. 

Probably it is the continental 
refugees that have helped to fill it. 
At every corner I saw groups of women 
doing their morning shopping and 
crying greetings with expressive shrugs 
and gestures as in a pre-war Paris 
market street. 

Some of the restaurants have been 
damaged by air-raids, but the others 
say that business was never so brisk. 
One can still order ravioli and drink 
Chianti at a comparatively moderate 
cost even though the waiters who used 
to serve are now with the forces and 
their places filled by girls. 

Chinese restaurants are more plenti- 
ful and popular than they used to be, 
and I saw a fair number of American 
soldiers visiting Ley On’s Chop Suey 
House. Soho was always a cosmo- 
politan outpost. of free Europe; it 
seems freer than ever now and has a 
fringe of the Orient as well.

The inclusion of Mr. James Stephens 
in the recent list of British Civil 
Pensioners should give pleasure in the 
City of Dublin, with which he has been 
so closely associated, for the honour is 
a recognition of literary merit rather 
than a deserving charity.

The list of literary pensions has 
included such poets as Robert Southey 
and James Montgomery, and of special 
interest at this moment is the fast that 
Ireland's national poet, Thomas Moore, 
was granted a pension of £300 a year 
in 1855 on the recommendation of the 
Prime Minister of the day, Viscount 
Melbourne.
